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MOTHER KILLS BABES 


TAKES HER OWN LIFE 


Shocking Tragedy of a Fairfield County 


Woman Supposed to Have 


Been Insane 


Husband Returns Home and Finds Dead Wife in 


Pool of Blood and His Four 


Children Murdered. 


' Baltimore, O., Feb. 29—In a fit of 
insanity Monday afternoon Mrs. Bst 
tie May Spires, aged 35, wife of Jos- 
eph C. Spires, a farmer residing three 
miles west of Basil, killed three of 
her children, fatally wounded another 
and then committed suicide. One of 
the children was drowned in a well. 
the others were shot and their 
throats were cut. l Mrs. Spires ended 
"her own life by taking carbolic acid, 
tutting her throat and shooting her- 
self in the head. 


Mr. Spires had attended a farmers' 


institute at Carroll, and returning 
home at about dark found his son 
Jesse, aged one year, 
dead 
in his 


cradle downstairs with a bullet hole 
in this hea,d. The man's calls failed 
to arouse any one and after looking 
through the downstairs rooms he 
•went upstairs, where he found Ms son 
Alva, aged 4, and his daughter, Lou- 
ella, aged 6, lying on the bed with 
the wife and mother in a pool of 
blood on the floor at their side. The 
woman and little girl were dead, but 
the boy was still alive 
Mrs. Spires' 


head was resting on A pillow. 


The woman had bullet hole in her 


head, her throat was cut from ear to 
ear and her lips showed that she nad 
taken carbolic acid, the bottle, which 
contained te joison .being fonnd br 
fier side, with the razor and revolver. 
Each of the two children had b°en 
shot and their throats had been cut. 
There were five empty cartridges in 
the revolver. 


Almost overcome by toe discovery, 


Spires staggered t« the home of a 
neighbor where he told of the tragedy 
and Mends accompanied him back to 


the house. A search was at once made 
for the third child, a daughter, Cath- 
erine, aged 3. 


Upon investigation it was discover/ 


ed that the lid had been removed 
from the well and a ladder had been 
put down in the well. A neighbor 
crawled donwn the ladder and found 
the girl's body in the water. The lit- 
tle one was removed and it was founc1 
that life was extinct. Around 
the 


child's head had been tied a hood, the 
ribbons of which had 
been drawn 


tight about her neck. Over the hood 
was a shawil. which was drawn-down 
over her face and also securely tied, 
the ends having been fastened tightl; 
enough to strangle her She had been 
spared injury by the knife and re- 
volver. 


The little boy's clothing was wet 


and it is believed that he, too, had 
been thrown into the well, but had 
crawled out and, going into the house 
was met by has mother, 
who then 


shot Mm and cut hisiirroat.

once and viewed the bodies and gave 
it as his opinion that the woman had 
become suddenly insane and was not 
responsible for the crime.

HE mother of dagoe-loving sons and 


daughters, the' matron whose "set" 
has not yet out-^own the joys of 


dancing, and the bride who has no end 
of social obligations to pay, will agree on 
the statement that the dance is thf thing. 
No form of entertainment is so generally 
satisfactory and so simply managed as the 
informal dance. For that matter, a for- 
mal dance, with perhaps a cotillion at the 
close, can be better managed by the aver- 
age hostess than an elehorate dinner or 
card party 
First and most important is room to 


turn in, and a good floor to dance 
upon. The hostess must consider the 
rival claims of her home and a room 
rented outside. In the smaller cities 
It is often possible to get at a reason- 
able figure the use of a hotel dining 
room or parlor, which is more pleas- 
ant than a lodge room or public hall 
If the house of the hostess is s'mall, 
or her floors uneven, she should imme- 
ediately cast about for more commo- 
dious quarters or forever abandon the 
idea of a dance. 


The hotel room or lodge hall does 


not pre -suppose elaborate decoration*. 
A f«w palms and 
potted plants to 


screen the musicians, and form a. few 
cosy corners, will be sufficient. 
For 


a valentine dance, innumerable crim- 
son hearts cut from cardboard or crepe 
paper will furnish all the decorations 
needed.

FISHJATCHERY 


CamtnissioiTwas Much Pleased With 


Results at Sandusky Hatchery 


Last Year. 


The state fish and game commis- 


sion contemplates asking no import- 
ant changes in the Jaws .governing 
the com'mercial fishing in Lake line 
at the present session of the legisla- 
ture. Tiere .was a friendly confer- 
ence between mem'bers of the com- 
mission and representatives of 
the 


principal fishing companies on 
the 


lake, in Columbus, at which the fish- 
ery men were informed as to this. 
The commission may ask an amend- 
ment providing for larger meshes in 
the backs of tfap nets, so that fewer 
small fish may be taken out in these 
nets. 


"\Ve 'believe that we have the laws 


on commercial fishing just about as 
they should be," said 
State Garrra 


i\na Fish Warden John C. Speaks. 
"We are more than pleased with the 
work of the hatchery at Sandusky, 
and believe that the fact that there 
was the largest catch of white fish 
last year that has been reported for 
several years, is to be credited to this. 
The revenues from the fish licenses 
are growing and'will be sufficient in 
a year or two to build another hatch- 
ery. 
Ultimately ••we hope 
to see a 


chain of hatcheries along the lake, 
and their joint effect will be to im- 
mensely increase the supply of food 
fish."

be objected to by those misconceiving 
the fights of the" state. 
Tb^ state 


grants all corporate powers to its rail- 
ways and other public utility corpora- 
tions and may not only modify but re- 
peal all charters and charter privileges 
it confers. 
It may therefore impose 


conditions upon their operation at its 
pleasure. 
Of course in tbe doing of 


these things IE should act wisely and 
with conservatism, protecting all vest- 
ed rights of property and tbe interests 
of the iunocent holders of the securities 
of existing quasi public corporations. 
Regulation, therefore, 
upon a wise 


basis of tbe operation of these public 
utilities companies, including the fix- 
ing of rates and public charges, upon 
complaint and subject to court review, 
should be intrusted to a proper board, 
as well as the right to regulate the 
output of stock and the bonded issues 
of si'ch corporations. 
If this were 


done, it would inure to the benefit of 
the people and tbe companies, for it 
would fix the value of such securities 
aud act as a guaranty against their 
depreciation. 
Under such a law 'ihf 


holders of existing securities would 
find them protected, and new securities 
offered would have the confidence ot 
the people because of the guaranty ol 
the state tbat they were only issued for 
extensions or betterments and upon 
some basis of the cost of such exten- 
sions or betterments. It is difficult to 
si'iirest -nv legislation tbat would give 
greater confidence to the public and in 
vectors than a wise public utilities bill, 
and the nr-re suggestion of its ernct- 
ment should cause this class of se- 
curity bolder* to feel that tbeir hold- 
ings were strengthened and that the 
state was about to aid the managers 
of its public utility corporations to 
conserve tb'-ir corporate property for 
tbe public benefit and for tbe protec- 
tion of invc-stfl capital. * * *.

Results Already Accompliihed. 


One of the favorite methods of the 


latter class of assailant Is to attack the 
administration for not procuring the 
imprisonment Instead of the line of of- 
fenders under these antitrust laws. 
The man milking this assault Is usually 
either a prominent lawyer or an editor 
who takes bis policy from the finan- 
ciers and his arguments from their at- 
torneys. 
If the former, he has de- 


fended and advised many wealthy 
malefactors, and he knows well that, 
xnnnks to the advice of lawyers like 
himself, a certain kind of modern cor- 
poration has been turned into an ad- 
mirable instrument by which to render 
It well nigh impossible to get at the 
head of the corporation, at the mail 
who is really most guilty. 
When we 


are able to put tbe real wrongdoer in 
prison, this is what we strive to do. 
This IK what we have actually done 
with some very wealthy criminals, 
who. 
moreover, represented that most 


baneful of all alliances, the alliance 
between tbe corruption of organized 
politics anil the corruption of high 
finance. This is what we have clone iu 
tbe Gaynor anil Greene case, in the 
case of the misapplication of funds iit 
connection with certain great banks iu 
Chicago, in the land fraud cases, where, 
us in other cases likewise, neither tbe 
highest political position nor the pos- 
session of great wealth has availed to 
save the offenders from prison. The 
federal government does scourge sin. 
It does bid sinners fear, for it has put 
behind the bars, with impartial se- 
verity, the powerful financier, the pow- 
rful politician, the rich land thief, tbe 
rich contractor—all. no matter how 
high tbeir*station, against whom crimi- 
nal misdeeds can be proved. All their 
wealth and power cannot protect them, 
but it often happens that tbe effort to 
imprison a given defendant is certain 
to be futile, while it is possible to'fine 
him or to fine the corporation of which 
he is head, so that, in other words, the 
only way of punishing the wrong is by 
fining the corporation unless we are 
content to proceed personally against 
the minor agents. 
The corporation 


lawyers to whom I refer and their em- 
ployers are the men mainly responsible 
for this state of things,-and their re- 
sponsibility is shared with all who in- 
geniously oppose the passing of just 
and effective laws or who fail to ex-

The 
apologists of successful dishonesty al- 
ways declaim against any effort to 
punish or prevent it on the ground 
that any such effort will "unsettle 
business." It is they who by their 
acts have unsettled business, and the 
very men raising this cry spend hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in secur- 
ing, by speech, editorial." book or pam-- 
phlet, the defense by niisstatements of- 
what they have done, and yet when- 
public servants correct their mlsstate- 
ments by telling the truth they de- 
claim against them for breaking si-, 
lence lest "values be depreciated." 
They have hurt honest business men. 
honest workingmen. honest farmers, 
and now they clamor against tbe truth 
being told. 
Business World Needs Regeneration. 
The keynote of all these attacks upon 


the effort to secure honesty in business 
aud in politics is well expressed :n 
brazen protests against any effort for 
the moral regeneration of the business 
world on the ground that it i<5 unnatu- 
ral, unwarranted and injurious and 
hat business panic is the necessary

ness honesty. The morality of such a

government, because, forsooth, it will 
"hurt business." The same outcry is 
made against the department of Jus- 
tice for prosecuting the heads of colos- 
sal corporations, that has been made 
against the men who in San Francisco 
have prosecuted with impartial severi- 
ty the wrongdoers among business 
men, 
public officials and labor leaders 


alike. The principle Is the same in the 
two cases. 
Jn*t as the blackmailer 


and bribe Kiver stand on the same 
evil eminence of Infamy, so-the man 
•who makes an enormous fortune by 
corrupting legislatures and municipali- 
ties and fleecing his stockholders and 
the public stands on the same moral 
level with tl.e creature who fattens on 
the blood money of the gambling house 
and the saloon.

their importance not from that portion 
of their business which is intrastate, 
but from the interstate business. It ia 
not easy always to decide Just where 
the line of demarcation between the 
two kinds of business falls. This line 
must ultimately be drawn by the fed- 
eral courts. Much of the effort to se- 
cure adequate control of the great cor- 
porations by state action has been 
•wise and effective, but much of it has 
been neither, for when the effort is 
made to accomplish by the action of 
the state what can only be accom- 
plished by the action of the nation the 
result can only be disappointment, and 
in the end the law will probably be 
declared unconstitutional. So. likewise 
in the national arena, we who believe
